Mr. Churchill then spoke in French, 
saying :—-‘‘Everywhere in France, in 
both occupied and unoccupied zones--

its feet again. “This time a new hope 
will arise in the hearts of a martial 

ple, whose armies have been reared 
in’ the cradle of revolutionary liberty, 
and there will arise a spirit terrible to 
their servile conquerors. Everywhere 
I see a new day dawning and the light 
ponte We shall never lose con- 
dence that France will play the réle 
of free men and, traversing hard paths, 
will again take her place in the great 
company of liberator and victorious 
nations. Here, in Canada, where the 
French lan ig is honoured and 
spoken, we hold ourselves armed and 
ready to help in the national resur- 
rection.” 


THREE MAIN PHASES 


Continuing his speech in English, 
Mr. Churchill said:—Now that the 
whole of the North American continent 
has become one gigantic arsenal and 
armed camp, now that the immense 
power of Russia is gradually be- 
coming manifest, now that the 
long - suffering, unconquerable Ching 
sees help approaching, now 
that the outraged and subjugated 
natious can see daylight ‘at the end 
of the tunrei, it is permissible to take 
a broad view of the war. We may 
infer three main phases of the events 
in the struggle that lies before us. 
First, there is the period of consolida- 
tion, of combination and of final pre- 
parations. In this period, which will 
certainly be marke. by much heavy 
fighting, we shall stili be gathering 
our strength, resisting the assaults of 
the enemy, and acquiring the necessary 
overwhelming air support and shipping 
tonnage to give our armies the power 
to traverse in whatever numbers may 
be necessary the seas and oceans which, 


rexcept in the case of Russia, separate 


us trom our foes, 

It is only when the vast shipbuild- 
ing programme on which the United 
States has already made so much pro- 
gress. and which yuu aie werfully 
aiding, comes into full flood that we 
the whole force 
of our manhood and all our modern 
scientific equipment to bear upon the 
enemy. How im this period will take 
depends upon the vehemence of the 
efforta put into production in all war 
industries and shipyards. 

The second phase which will then 
open may be called the phase of 
liberation. During. this phase we must 
look to the recovery of the territories 
which have been lost, and which may 
yet be lost; and also we must look to 
the revolt of the conquered people 
from the moment when the rescuing 
and liberating armies and. their forces 
appear in strength within their bounds. 
For this purpose it is imperative that 
no region overrun, that no Government 
or State which has been conquered 
should relax its moral and physical 
effort and preparation for the day of 
deliverance. hese invaders, be they 
German or Japanese, must everywhere 
be regarded as infected persons, to be 
shunned and isolated as far as possible. 
Where active resistance is impossible 

assive resistance must be maintained. 

he invaders and tyrants must be 
made to feel that their fleeting 
triumph will have a terrible reckoning, 
that they are hunted men and that 
they are courting doom. Particular 
unishment must be reserved for the 
buislin s and traitors and those who 
make themselves of the enemy. They 
will be handed over to the judgment 
of their fellow-countrymen. 


THIRD PHASE 


There is a third phase which must 
also be contemplated—namely, the 
assault upon the citadels and the 
humiliation of the guilty parties, both 
in Eurpeand Asia. Thus I endeavour in 
a few words to cast some forward light 
upon the dark, inscrutable mysteries 
ot the future. But in thus forecasting 
the course along which we should seek 
to advance, we must never forget that 
the power of the enemy and the 
action of the enemy may at 
every stage affect our fortunes. 
Moreover, sir, you will notice that I 
have not attempted to assign any time 
limits to the various phases. These time 
limits depend upon our exertions and 
upon our achievements, and on the 
hazardous and uncertain course of the 
war. Nevertheless, I feel it is right 
at this moment to make it clear that 
while an ever-increasing bombing offen- 
sive against Germany wil! remain one 
of the principal methods by which we 
hope to bring the war to an enú, it is 
by no means the only method which 
our growing strength now enables us to 
take into account. 

Evidently the most strenuous exertion 
must be made by all. As to the form 
to which these exertions will take that 
is for each partner in the grand alliance 
to’ judge for himself,- in consultation 
with others and in harmony with the 
general scheme. Let us then, sir, 
address ourselves to our task, not in 
any way underrating its difficulties and 
perils, but in heart and suber 
confidence, resolved that, whatever the 
cost, whatever the suffering, we shall 
stand by one another, true and faithful 
comrades, and do our duty, God help- 
ing us, to the end. (Cheers.)

The 
debate continued till January 7th, 1922, when 
the vote was taken and the Articles approved 
by 64 votes to 57—a majority of seven.

THE PARTY SPLIT. 


The division on the Treaty’ was of much 
greater significance than an ordinary parlia- 
mentary division. I marked the severance 

of the once solid Sian Fein Party into two 
strongly opposed sections which became the 
bases of the two main parties in the Dail to- | 
day. The minority, headed by Mr. de Valera, 
declined to sit in the Parliament of the Pro- 
visional Government, which was set up at 
Leinster House. During 1922 this temporary 
Legislature proceeded with the work of draft- 
ing a Constitution and other matters pre- 
liminary to the establishment of a permanent 
Parliament. The leaders were handicapped 
not only by the lack of co-operation from the 
anti-Treaty minority, but by being obliged to 
organise an army to defend the new parlia- 


_mentary institution in the civil war which 
developed. Two of the leaders of the 


party—Arthur Griffith and Michael Collins— 
were destined not to witness the fruition of 
their efforts, the former dying suddenly on 


August 13th, 1922, and the latter being killed 


in action nine days later on August 22nd. 


The civil war followed an election, known 


s ‘‘the Pact Election,’’ which was held in 
June. 1922. This election, it was hoped, 


would bring into the new Parliament, on the 
existing franchise, most of the senders of the 
original Sinn Fein Party; but circumstances 


upset this calculation. The official record 
indicates that of the 127 candidates returned 
34 declined to take their seats. Mr. W. T. 
Coszrave became head of the Government, 
and the Labour Party, led by Mr. Thomas 
Johnson, became the official Opposition. Mr.

No longer was this official to be regarded as 
the representative or agent of the British 
Parliament, ‘‘but would hold the same 
position in relation to the administration of 
public affairs in the Dominion as is held by 
His Majesty the King in Great Britain.” At 
the Conference in 1930 there flowed from this 
declaration the decision that the appointment 
of a Governor-General was a matter between 
the King and the Dominion concerned, and 
the Ministers of a Dominion were given direct 
access to the King without, as was previously 
the case, the intervention of the British 
Ministers. Following this, in 1931, came the 
Statute of Westminster, which gave all the 
Dominions absolute control over their own 
affairs. 

The importance of this event was regarded 
as an immense step towards the cherished 
goal of independence. It was, in fact, such a 
step, removing as it did all impediments to 
complete self-determination and all relations 
with the Crown, except in so far as the King 
was the common head of all the Dominions 
and the symbol of the free iation of the 
nations of the Commonwealth and their 
nines 4 Ga Grom. An im- 
portant provision of this Act was that any 
alteration in the law touching the succession 
to the throne should require the assent of all 
the Dominions’ Parliaments, as well as the 
Parliament of the United Kingdom. 

Because of this factor it was necessary 
before the abdication of King Edward VIII 
was considered complete, that the Dail shouid 
pass an enactment concurring in the abdica- 
tion. This Act, entitled the Executive 


Authority (External Relations) Act, 1936, 


became operative on December 12th of that 
year. The same Act authorised the King and 
his successors to act on behalf of this country 
for the purposes of the appointment of 
diplomatic and consular representatives and 
the conclusion of international agreements.

DAIL AND NATION'S SUPPLIES 


á Cn universal anxiety throughout the 

country concerning supplies of essential 
commodities was reflected by questions and 
discussions at almost every sitting of the Dail 
during the year. At the first sitting on 16th 
January, Mr. W. T. Cosgrave, Leader of the 
Opposition, moved that the Government 
should define the probable situation in regard 
to essential supplies and indicate their plans 
for the equitable distribution in the event of 
shortage. This furnished the keynote for a 
discussion which extended over two days, and 
in the course of which the scarcity, of. petrol, 
already acute, was reviewed, as well as wheat, 
tea, sugar, coal, turf, candles, kerosene, and 
fertilisers for agriculture. Items of food and 
fuel, naturally, took precedence in the dis- 
cussions, but as time went on and the winter 
approached there were urgent appeals in 
regard to kerosene, and in the rural areas 
the impossibility of procuring candles to take 
the place of paraffin lamps as an illuminant 
caused anxiety. Reports indicated that in 
some places the people were using rushlights. 
Rationing was introduced for sugar, tea, and 
fuel. 

Mr. Sean Lemass, as Minister for Supplies, 
was frequently questioned by deputies not 
only in regard to the supplies of essential 
commodities, but also on the subject of 
alleged excessive prices. The Minister was 
able to explain in most cases that, owing to 
the impossibility of getting shipping space, 


all he could do was, to the utmost of his 


ability, to see that such quantities as were 
available were distributed as fairly as 
possible.

the appointment of Mr. Hugo Flinn to take 
over the entire work in these respects. 

So far as coal for domestic fuel was con- 
cerned, if became apparent early in the year 
that imports of coal would be far below 
normal requirements, and such as did come 
in would of necessity be reserved for indus- 
tries in order to prevent unemployment. The 
same applied to petro). Motor cars, except 
those used in the public services, were virtu- 
ally off the roads. In July Mr. Flinn was 
able to make a statement to the Dail as to 
the position. In October he made a further 
and more detailed report. 

Echoes of the war were heard at Leinster 
House on several occasions. On May 26th 
Mr. de Valera called a special meeting of the 
Dail in connection with the proposal of the 
British Government to apply conscription to 
Northern Ireland. Because of what the 
Government regarded as the urgency of the 
matter, deputies had to be sumnioned by 
telegram. The special purpose of the meeting 
was to register a protest against the proposal 
on the grounds that the Six Counties were 
part of Ireland, and that if would’ be an 


outrage,to compel young men of that area to 


fight in the forces of another country, which 
had done them, and continued to dco them, a 
grievous wrong by partitioning their country. 
Mr. de Valera was satisfied that the good 
relations which had been established by the 
recent agreement with Great Britain would 
continue; but, if the British Government 
persisted in enforcing conscription on the Six 
Counties, the people of the two countries 
would be thrown back into the old unhappy 
relations. Mr. Cosgrave, on behalf of the 
main Opposition Party, and Mr. Norton, on 
behalf of the Labour Party, spoke in similar 
terms, and the meeting adjourned after a 
sitting of twenty-five minutes. The intention 
to impose conscription in the North was not 
persisted in. 

Another instance was on June Sth, when 
Mr. de Valera came “beíore the Dail to ask 
the members to express their sympathy with 
the citizens who had been bereaved by the 
bombing of Dublin, when 27 persons lost their 
lives, or subsequently died. Mr. de Valera 
informed the House that he had protested to 
the German Government in connection with 


the bombing. The reply was that no German 


*planes were, on the date mentioned, in the 
vicinity of Dublin; but, in view of the 
evidence submitted by the Irish Government, 
the Reich Government accepted responsibility. 
At the meeting of the Dail, on July 17th, 
during the debate on the Vote for 
Department of External Affairs, Mr. James 
Dillon, Deputy-Leader of the Fine Gael 
Party, caused some sensation by raising the 
question of this country aiding the Allied 
Powers by givirg to Great Britain and 
America whatever assistance it could in the 
matter of warlike facilities. He argued that 
the fate of Christianity in the world was 
hanging in the balance, and it was the duty of 
this country to come to its aid. Mr. Dillon, 
it appeared, made the speech without 
acquainting his party of his intention fo do 
so, and made it clear that he expressed only 
his personal views. Mr. Cosgrave, Leader of 
the Party, who followed, stated that he had 
no information regarding the statement that 
Mr. Dillon had considered it advisable to 


make, and added that it was no part of his 


province to pass judgment on it; the wisdom 
of making it had not impressed him. 

The ordinary legislative programme of the 
year was not heavy: One of the important 
measures was the Local Government Bill, 
which was intended to complete the large 
scheme of reform of the Local Government 
system. As a result of this bill and the other 
three measures already passed, it is antici-

This work has passed to a stage 
where production on a commercial scale 
should very soon be possible. 
the processes by which the eye adapte itself 
to light and darkness is being commenced, 
and other optical experiments are being 
continued. When better eonditions come it 
is expected that Professor J. H. Poole will 
again take up his well-known work on radio- 
activity and geophysics, while Dr. E. T. 8. 
Walton may be able to resume the work on 
atomic disintegration to which he has already

, DYE FROM LICHENS. 


The research work i in the Chemistry De 
ment ‘of University College, Dublin, wi 
with three main problems—the chemical 
constituents of the Irish lichens, the produc- 
tion of chemicals estimated to be of thera- 
peutic. importance, and a systematic investiga- 
tion of the áimooilieric pollution oí the City 
of Dublin. 


The work on the Irish: lichens was started. 


to ascertain the chemical nature of the con- 
stituents responsible for the dyeing properties 
of the lichens, which are nsed on the western 
and north-western seaboard for dyeing wool. 
The chemical nature of this dyestuff has now 
been clucidated. The work has also disclosed 
the existence of a whole series of natural 
chemical products containing chlorine, a type 
of product never hitherto found in nature. 

In view of recent work at Oxford which has 
shows that certain moulds produce materials 
of very remarkable therapeutic properties, 
and, in view of the close relation between 
moulds and lichens, it is proposed to examine 
the anti-bacterial properties of the products 
obtained from lichens. Intensive research is 
also being carried out on the preparations of 
synthetic drugs of possible physiological 
value. 

For the past three years an investigation 
has been in hand on the atmospheric pollution 


the Northern Parliament on April 22nd, 
stated in regard to the first of the two serious 
air raids that ‘‘ the dead, as at present known, 
number 500, the nuinber’ of seriously injured 
420, and slightly injured 1,142.”

This 
number gradually decreased during the follow- 


ing fortnight as the utility services were,

expand the central kitchen and district’ 
restaurant organisation, and now half a- 


million meals could be “provided ’ per day 
should the necessity arise. ' 

Contradictory as it may seem, the war has 
solved some of the financial difficulties. of 
Northern Ireland. It is, in fact, one of the 
peculiarities of the close interlocking finan- 
cial arrangement between Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland that the greater the ex- 
penditure in Great Britain and the larger the 
taxation to meet it, including a 10s. income 
tax, the more money is collected in Northern 
Ireland to pay for the various Government 
services and the larger the surplus available 
for Imperial contribution. The present 
Northern Minister of Finance (Mr. J. Milne 
Barbour), therefore, has not the same anxieties 
in trying to make ends meet as his. pre- 
decessors. Money is flowing into the Exchequer 
from the higher taxation. Last year Northern 
Ireland’s Imperial contribution—the surplus 
of revenue over expenditurce—was £3,000,000. 
This financial year. which ends on March 3ist 
next, ihe Imperial. contribution should be 
approximately £6,000,000. The total tax 
revenue of Northern Ireland for the financial 


Health Insurance Contributory Pensions Bill, 
providing for an increase of ós. per week in 
the rate of sickness and disablement bencfits, 
with a contribution increase of 2d. per week, 
half payable by emplorers. The scheme 
admits non-manual, er “ black-coated,’* 
workers whose salaries de not exceed £420 
per annum.

Legislation 
also was passed providing for the evacuation 
of children, and mothers et young children, 
from dangerous areas like Belfast to reception 
areas in the country, and the assignment of 
sufficient teachers to provide for the instruc- 
tion of these children. * . + 


SENATOR’S DEATH. 

The death of Senator Long left a vacancy 
in the position of Deputy-Leader of the 
Senate, and this was filled by the appoint- 
ment of Senator Sir Jeseph Dayison, the 
Grand Master of the Belfast Orangemen. 
During the year Major Shillington, a former 
Minister of Labour for a short period, 
resigned his seat for North Armagh. Im- 
portant changes were made in the Govern- 
ment in October Following the resignation 
of the Recorder of BeMast (His Honour H. M. 
Thompson), Mr. Arthur Black, K.C.; the 
Attorney-General, was appointed Recorder of 
Belfast, and was succeeded as Attorney- 
General by Mr. J. C. MacDermott. K.C., the 
Minister of -Public Security. Mr. Wm. 
Grant, M:P., Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Ministry of Labour, became Minister of 
Public Security, and Mr. Rowley Elliott, M.P. 
for South Tyrone, was appointed Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Ministry of Labour. 
Earlier in the year Lord Glentoran became 
Minister of Agriculture in succession to Sir 
Basil Brooke, Bart., who is now Minister of 
Commerce, an appointment he received when 
Mr. J. Milne Barbour succeeded the present 
Prime Minister, Mr. J. M. Andrews, as 
Minister of Finance. 

In the civic life of Belfast there was an im- 
portant change in the control of municipal 
affairs following the Home Office inquiry into 
the maladministration of the Whitcabbey 
Sanatorium, and the resultant resignation of 
a number of officials, including the medical 
officer in charge of the Sanatorium.

Thanks to this assistance, the 
harvest, for the greatest part, was saved, 
though in certain areas loss was experienced. 
Northern Ireland farmers started their 
tillage campaign under a Tillage Order which 
required a minimum of one-third of the 
arable land on each holding to be brought 
under cultivation. The grant of £2 per acre 
fer the ploughing of old grass land was con- 
tinned. and the 1940 total of 260,000 edd 
acres qualifying for grant was exceeded in 
1941. For 1942 the Tillage Order requires 
every occupier to cultivate at least two-fi**hs

FLAX-GROWING. 


To cc growers the confidence which was 
essential if the necessary acreage of flax was 
to be secured, two important steps were taken. 
It was reckoned that something like 75 per 
cent. of the total flax crop would have to be 


For years growers had been 
comp ouing about the manner in which 
prose ‘tions Were institated against them 
under the Fishery Acts for releasing flax 
water inte rivers to the detriment of fish life.

During the year arra ts were made 
fer the establishment throughout Northern 
Ireland of nine potato processing factories for 
the manufacture of potate flour for human 
consumption and of animal feeding-stuffs. It 
is expected that the first of these factories 
will be in operation in the spring. 

The introduction of milk control was com- 
pleted early in 1941. Under this scheme the 
Ministry of Agriculture is the purchaser of 
all milk produced in Northern Ireland. In 
normal times Northern Ireland only used for 
human consumption about one-third of the 


milk produced in the area, the rest going for- 


manufacture. During the past year the 
Ministry of Agriculture shipped milk to Scot- 
land to meet a seasonal shortage; similar 
arrangements have been made for the winter 
of 1941-42. Another im development 
in connection with the milk industry is the 
projected establishrnent by Messrs. Nestles 
of a factory in the Omagh area for the manu- 
facture of evaporated milk. 
During the year the scheme for the ration- 
ing of animal feeding-stuffs came into full 
ion and is now working smoothly and 
well. Farmers in Northern Ireland were 


warned that they must not depend on regular 
‘supplies of imported feeding-stuffs, and many 
' of them are realising the value of the doctrine 


of self-sufficiency. 


DRAINAGE WORK. 


The Government appointed a Drainage 
Commission, which applied itself to the 
question more immediately concerned with 
war conditions—bringing as many extra 
acres as possible, as quickly as possible, into 
production of essential foods. This Com- 
mission presented two interim reports. 

The Ministry's Land Improvement Scheme 
was amended in one or two important respects 
during the year. In the ‘rst place, he 
valuation limit of £250 was removed so th ¢ 
occupiers of holdings may now qualify for 
grant, irrespective of the valuation of those 
holdings. Amother important innovation was 
the abolition of the provision that all labour 
employed on approved schemes must be 
recruited through the Employment Exchanges. 
This provision enables farmers to employ 
their own workers on land improvement 
work, and is am important factor in keeping 
workers on the land. With the same object 
in view the Mizistry of Labour made the 
Restriction Of Engagements Order. This 
Order makes it an offence for an employer in 
any. industry outside agriculture to engage a 
worker whose normal employment is agricul- 
culture, or who holds agricultural, Unemploy- 
ment Insurance Cards, except such a worker is 
offered to him through the medium of an 


Employment Exchange. 


Only by the imcreased use of mechanised 
equipment have the farmers of Northern 
Ireland been able to achicve their object 
They enjoyed. practicai support from the 
Ministry, and since the outbreak of war the 
number of tractors operating in Northern 
Ireland has increased from 500 to 2,700; 
tractor ploughs have been increased by 1,800; 
binders by 600: disc barrows by 1.200; and 
flax pullers by 240.

A 
feature of the- outbreak was the absence 
of co-operation which the Government 
officers met in many places im their efforts 
to deal with it. Its rapid spread over a big

pletely obtained the number of outbreaks was 
comparatively small.

November 24th, stores having been allowed

Because of the foot-and-mouth epidemic, the 
Dublin cattle’ market, as well as most of the 
principal fairs all over the country, was 
closed for over five months. Before the re- 
opening of the market the Government had 
appointed a committee of five members, who 
were given the task of buying meat for the 
Dublin meat trade. The result of this arrange- 


* ment was much dissatisfaction among Dublin 


butchers, who were not allowed the offal from 
careases they purchased, and meat prices 
rese. After the re-opening of the “Dublin 
market this committee went out of existence. 


By the end of the year things in regard to 


exports and the meat trade had resumed 
conditions as near normal as could be expected 
under existing circumstances. - . 

In the autumn the Minister for Agriculture 
announced that the amount of land which 
farmers would have to till had been increased 
te one-fourth of arable holdings of ten or more 
acres. Some prosecutions for non-compliance 
with this order during the year showed that 
the Minister was determined to enforce it, but 
on the whole his call for more tillage was well 
answered. 
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over 6,000 tons. Wheat prices for 1942 have 
been fixed at 45s. a barrel, which is five 


and oats at 18s. 84. 
With the ex ved of pica Bad by the 
Government at 95 per cent., it was announced 
during the autumn that it might be necessary 
to add other cereals to wheat to produce 
enough bread for the country’s needs. 

The fertiliser shortage became more acute 
as the year progressed, and the Minister for 
Agriculture told farmers that they would 
have to draw very largely on the natural 
fertility of the land in the coming season. 
The manufacturers, he said, would in future 
make a single compound manure, which would 
not be up to what farmers had been used to. 
The composition of this manure will probably 
be announced early in 1942 


The shortage of feeding-stuffs was most felt 
in the pig industry, and by the end of the 
year the pig population had decreased sub- 
stantially. Indian meal disappeared from the 


price of 
wheat, had threatened to feed their crop to 
stock rather than put it on the market at the 


The lack of feeding-stuffs also hit the 
poultry trade, while the export market 
depleted existing stocks. Record prices were 
got for old fowl from dealers all over the 
country. As with pigs, the absence of feeding- 
stuffs led to a reduction in the poultry popula- 
tion during the year. How great this has 
been cannot be defermined for some time. 
Egg prices went up towards the end of the 
year. In November, in Dublin, they went to 
ós. 6d. per dozen, while dealers presaged am 
increase to 5s. during the winter. 

The coming of the war and the foot-and- 
mouth disease led to the rapid growth of the 
meat export trade in Eire, and during 1941 
the Government began to exercise control over 
the canneries. About 2,000 cattle per week 
were beimg canned for export, apart from 
what was consumed by the home market. 
Rabbits and goats also found a ready market 
in this industry. War conditions in Britain 
yave rise to an excellent market for this 
product, and it is not likely that the removal 
the restrictions on the live-stock trade will 
have any effect on it. The dressed mpat 
trade grew rapidly at the same time until 200 
tons a weck were being exported. 

Difficulties in securing shipping space 
caused some anxiefy as to the seed position 
during the year, but by the beginning of the

A good example of the trend was to be seen 
in the brush and broom trade, which normally 
depends largely on raw materials produced

“the very moist wheat such us was produced in 
1941. . 

" An industry that has been affected more 
seriously than any other is the assembly and 
construction of vehicles. In 1940 the number

obtaining necessary materials, the number of “of new motor cars was 3,839, compared to the 


brushes’ produced in Irish factories only fell’ 
from 211,000 dozen in 1939 to 196,000 dozen 
in 1940. 

That the outpet in this industry was. main- 
tained so well was largely due to the fact that 
it was working on considerable reserves, 
built up over a period prior to the crisis. 
These reserves are declining, and manu- 
facturers are turning to native timber for 


” broom handles, while Irish horse hair is being: 


partly used as a substitute, although it is 
said to be impossible to replace the tougher 
bristles formerly imported. There is no 
denying that the position in this, as in many 
other industries, is becoming more serious. 
But every attempt is being made to carry.on, 
and the possibility - of using further 


substitutes is being examined. One new raw 


material, ““Nylon,'” made of air, coal and 
water, is already being used in the manu- 
facture of tooth brushes. 

In the clothing industry 230,000 complete 
suits were produced in 1940, as against 
260,000 in the previous year. The same pro- 
portion is to.be found in relation to over- 
coats, hats and overalls, and, roughly, the 

same proportions in the whole of the women’s 
clothing group. 

The engineering group, which includes con- 
structional iron and steel work, cutlery, 
agricultural implements and machinery, razor 
blades, electric light bulbs and accumulators, 
where raw materials are obviously among the 
most difficult to obtain, had a gross output of 
£1,150,000 in 1940, compared to £1.084,000 in 
1939. This increase was, in part, due to the 
increased cost of metals. 

As far as metals were concerned, including 
tin plates, hardware and holloware, girders, 
beams, joists, cast ironware, and all metal 
articles required for building, the value of 
this industry remained round the two million 
mark during the past two years. In spite of 
these figures, the beginning of the crisis is to 


be seen in the production of girders, beams, 


and joists, which has dropped by 25 per cent., 
and in the production of iron and steel 
structural work, which has fallen by nearly 40 
per cent.

. PAPER AND TIMBER. 


Another industry very dependent on foreign 


raw materials is paper-making, including 
paper for writing, packing, bags and cartons. 
Here there was a slight decrease all round, 
but, on the whole, the position remained 
stable. Clondalkin Paper Mills have been 
purchasing straw from which to make paper. 
In timber, in spite of the decline in build- 
ing and in the number of loads of planks and 
dressed woods for building purposes, the 
position showed relative stability in 1940 as 
compared to the previous year. , Owing to the 
decline in building, thousands of skilled 
tradesmen and unskilled workers have gone 
to England. Apart from the lack of timber 
and metal goods required in building con- 
struction, the dificulty was increased by the 
reluctance of the public to invest in building, 
although there was no lack of finance in this 
direction as far as the Government was con- 
cerned. Timber is so scarce that, to put a 
roof on a house, it is now necessary to obtain 
permission, and such permission is practically 
unobtainable. One result of the shortage has 
been a considerable change-over from foreign . 
to native wood, and big cutting operations 
have been taking place all over the country. 
Much Trish oak, ash and beech is now being 
used, and it is difficult to see how these aro 


peak figure of 10,022 in 1937. And for the 
first six months of 1941 the figure was below 
five hundred, most of the new models being 
up fo 8 or 10 horse-power, 


SOME EXPANSION. 


Some Irish industries relying on home-pro- 
duced raw materials showed an expansion in 
1941, their chief difficulty being in obtaining 
processing materials. In bacon production, 


for example, the three chemicals used—curing 


salt, calcium chloride, and saltpetre—are only 
obtained with difficulty, and reserves have 
declined, while spices used in canned pig 
products are becoming almost unobtainable. 
' The supply of pigs decreased owing to the 
shortage of feeding -materials, but the 
industry, as a whole, did well. 

Creamery concerns showed progtess, the 
only difficulty being in obtaining parts for 
creamery machinery. There was a consider- 
able expansion’ in the production of cheese, 
and the war compelled the producer to place 
a nuinber of substitute cheeses on the market. 
Home-produced Gruyere, Pont L’eveque, and 
Camembert cheeses are obtainable in small 
quantities during certain times of year. 

In the bread, flour, confectionery, and 
biscuit industry the principal changes are an 
increase in flour extraction, and _ strict 
Government -control in the use of flour which 
includes a prohibition of the use of wheat for 
animal feeding. Cakes are beginning to suffer 
owing to lack of essences, nuts, and other 
ingredients. The biscuit export trade, whose 
exports alone were formerly worth about 


‘£300,000 per annum, has been - seriously 


affected. Thanks largely to the four sugar 
factories and the 85,000 acres of sugar beef 
sown in 1941, the confectionery industry is 
not. threatened with a serious sugar shortaze. 

Supplies of pulp and oranges for marmalade 

continued to arrive in spite of the war, but 
of late the factories have had to rely more on 
home-grown fruits. The consumption of jam 
depends largely on the number of varicties 
offered, and it is not, therefore, possible to 
replace pulp. say, by blackberry. Consider- 
able quantities of blackberries were exported 
in 1941. Taken by and large there is plentiful 
supply of jam on the market at present. 
_ Mineral waters are beginning fo suffer 
owing to the scarcity of carbon dioxide gas. 
The industry has had to switch from soda to 
Trish whiting, which is obtained at Ennis. All 
being well, it is proposed to make carbon 
dioxide in one of Dublin’s breweries. Fruit 
crushes have aiso been becoming scarcer. and 
citric acid used in the cheaper sherbets is 
becoming unobtainable. : 

The great brewing industry continues on 
its wav undaunted. Some of the smaller 
breweries have difficulfy in procuring finings, 
hops, and other materials, but all are 
managing to carry on as a whole. Distilling 
has considerabiy expanded owing to the large 
artificial market in England, and owing to the 
shortage of Scotch whiskey. The industry 
has, to some extent, been able to continue 
exports to America, and another noteworthy 
point has been the sale by the Dublin 
Distillery of a huge stock of bonded whiskey, 
since when the firm has been able to go into 
liquidation, with advantage to the share- 
holders. 

Tobacco manufacturers were faced with two 
difficulties. Firstly, there was a continuous 
and vast increase in the consumption of 
cigarettes. the potential demand having 
increased by 25 per cent., due principally to

ing shipment from the U. § A. This industry 
remains the largest money-maker for the 
State, producing about six millions, or 
approximately £2 per head of revenue. 

The manufacture of bricks has been affected 
by two factors—a decline in building and a 
shortage of coal for the brick-kilns. The fuel 
shortage is also making itself felt in the 
earthenware, china, and _ porcelainware 
industry. Much of the clay required has to 
be imported; on the other hand, certain 
specialised clay products are being exported. 


SAND FOR GLASS. 


The second best optical glass sand in the 


world is now being obtained from the top 
of Muckish Mountain, County Donegal, and 
is materially helping the Irish glassware 
industry, The cost of bringing the sand down 
the mountain and then to Dublin is consider- 
able; but now there is also a ready sy 
market for this product. 

An industry that has come into being as a 
result of the petrol shortage is the manu- 
facture of producer gas plant. At least four or 
five establishments are now engaged on this 
work, while a dozen or so different groups 
are trying to make turf charcoal of a kind 
that can be used in cars. The collapse of the 
gas-bag industry followed the crisis in coal 
supplies 

Ireland is now getting about one-half of her 
normal requirements oí petrol, and during 
certain months this supply fell to about one- 
third of normal. As a result of Government 
restrictions the proportion of petrol now con- 
sumed by private cars is 17 per cent., of 
which less than 10 per cent. is used by cars 
not engaged on national service. 

The iron and steel trade, with the exception 
of cast-iron and the native scrap industry, 
is gradually dying. The coal shortage and 
the impossibility of obtaining certain types of 
metal have contributed to the decline. Yet, 
through the efforts of individuals, small 
amounts of raw materials still come through, 
providing a working minimum. 

Agricultural machinery has kept up re- 
markably well. Carbon steel required for 
spades, forks and shovels is being obtained 
from old railway lines treated under a special 
process. The top and bottom of the line is 
used for this purpose, while the middle is 
being used in ferro concrete construction. 
Good news has been received recently that the 
steel works at Haulbowline may be able to 
resume production 

Solus Teoranta continues to produce electric 
lamps. Reserves are being carefully fostered, 
and brass caps from disused lamps are being 
collected to ease the shortage in this 
direction. Without any outside assistance 
this industry has built up a glass bulb 
blowing plant. 

In the linen, cotton, jute, and canvas 
industry conditions vary. Linen is no longer 
obtainable. Severe restrictions in cotton 


consumption in England have placed this 


country in the same position as that of civilian 


‘England. As a resulf, however, of the special 


agreement with English cotton interests, 
it has been possible to obtain extra quantities 
of cotton weaving yarn. Jute is almost un- 
obtainable; sacks are rationed, and this may 
have effects on other industries, 


CLOTHING AND FOOTWEAR. 


In the worsted industry supplies of Angora 
wool and foreign yarns have been drastically 
rationed by the British in conformity with 
their general policy. There is not sufficient 
combing machinery to make worsted yarn, 
nor ig there sufficient carding machinery to 
make woollen yarn. During the year Sunbeam 
Wolsey established a complete combing plant, 
and have been able, as a result, to increase 
considerably the production of woollen and 
worsted yarn. Another difficulty is caused by 
the shortage of chemicals required for dyeing. 
The Greenmount Oil Company have produced 
substitutes for foreign wool oil, and carrageen 
moss also is being used for this purpose. Wool 
and cloth are still obtainable from England 
at very high prices; but there has been a 
partial contraction of supplies, and high 


prices have tended to reduce consumption. At 
present, in the women’s clothing group,. if 
looks as though trimmings, buttons, haber- 
dashery, and silk linings may give out before 
the cloth supplies. 
Boots and shoes and the leather industry 
have carried 6n very well so far. There is a 
growing difficulty in obtaining fancy leather, 
eyelets, and all small parts required in 
making shoes. As far as leather is concerned, 
the shortage of foreign tanning extracts is the 
main cause of difficulty. There are sufficient 
hides in Ireland to supply sole leather and 
uppers, although the varieties may not be so 
extensive as hitherto. Another industry very 
dependent on foreign supplies is that engaged 
in soap and candle manufacture. Arrange- 
ments were made to ration soap to retailers. 
Supplies of phosphates required for ferti- 
lisers have steadily declined. An important 
development was the exploitation of the Clare 
phosphate resources, which are exp--‘ed to 
give good results. Irish coal resources are 
being increasingly exploited, and the new 
Slievardagh coalfield is said to be capable of 
ultimateiy producing more anthracite annu- 
ally than the: total imports of this fuel, 
which, in 1940, amounted to about 90, 000 tons. 
Another native raw material that has come 
into prominence as a result of the war is 
barytes, which is used extensively in the oils, 
paints, and polishes industry. Ochre is being 


mined again at Avoca for the first time for 


fifty years, and is even being produced for 
export. 


CANNED FOODS. 


A very important industry has developed 
with the demand in England for canned 
foods. Shortly after the war heavy exports 
began of canned stewed steak, ready-cooked 
meats, soups, and vegetables. Before the war 
the number of cattle canned in thjs country 
would not exceed 2,000 head per week, as 
against over 4,000 per week at present. Asa 
result there has been a big increase in employ- 
ment in factories: It is estimated that the 
annual output of about 60,000,000 cans is 
worth over £3,000,000. 

In May, 1941, the Emergency Powers Order 
came into operation, which restricted increases 
in wages or dividends in certain specific 
categorics of trade in respect of workers 
receiving less than £2 10s. per week in County 
Dublin, and less than £2 per week in the 
country. Up to then there had been some 
wage increases of about 10 per cent. due to 
the increased cost of living. This worked on£ 
at from 2s. 6d.-3s. 6d. a week in the case of 
women, and 5s.-7s. 6d. in the case of men. 

This leads to the functions of the Prices 
Commission, whose policy is to restrict 
profits. The figure struck on an averaze is 
between 5 per cent. and 7 per cent. in the 
case of foodstuffs, and 8-15 per cent. in the 
case of other forms of industrial activity. 
Where the Prices Commission examines the 
basis of profit it will not allow any increase 
in profit on account of increased wazes or 
increased cost of materials. Since the becin- 
ning of 1940 the Prices Commission has 
examined the accounts of all principal 
industries, as well as of a number of firms in 
each industrial category. By restricting the 
profit of the firms examined, a general 
average profit is produced in each industry. 
The policy of the Commission has had the 
effect of a brake on profits to a certain extent. 

With regard to industry generally, steps 
have been taken by industrialists and the 
Government, in co-operation, to employ the 
largest number of people possible. Short- 
time working schemes have been introduced 
whereby an industry may werk one week in 
every two, or three or four days only in each 
week. During rest periods workers are paid 
unemploment relief on a special basis which 
exempts them from going to the Employmené 
Exchange, and in many cases they are paid 
in the factory itself. This method is only 
limited in its effect, and would be impossible 
as a continuous process. Much valuable work 
in industrial relations has been done by the 
Federation of Irish Manufacturers, which has 
had this problem, in particular, under con- 
sideration. In the case of factories producing 


semi-manufactured articles for other indus- . 


tries this system presents many difficulties, 
but here again it is being tried as far as 


possible,

In the course of a long judgment, Mr. 
Justice Gavan Duffy observed that the only 
question was whether the sale, for which both 
the Equity Law Life Assurance Society and 
Mr. Shott were responsible, offended the law. 
Speaking of the leasehold property in O’Con- 
nell. street, with its fixtures and fittings, he 
remarked that if there existed any prospec- 
tive, or even potential purchaser, ready and 
able to pay £150,000, or £200,000, or more, 
for the superb building he had not entered 
the witness-box, yet such a witness would 
have ben of far more practical value than the 
most glowing description of the finest site in 
the capital. On the evidence, a buyer of so 
large a building, adapted to a special use, it 


- might well have been slow to find. 


Dealing with goodwill, Mr. Justice Gavan 
Duffy said that it was sufficient for the pre- 
sent purpose that he had authoritative 
evidence that, in practice, no market value 
was attributable to the goodwill of a concern 
run at a loss. He thought that throughout 
the case the company had refused to face the 
facts and accept the bitter truth that the 
material question was market value, and that 
the market value of the ‘assets of a depart- 


mental store depended upon its earning 


capacity. 

RIGHTS OF OFFICERS. 

That an officer in the Defence Forces could 
not invoke the civil law against disciplinary 
action unless he established either a denial of 
natural justice or the violation of a statutory 


right, was held ‘by Mr. Justice Gavan Duffy 


in an action that had been brought against 
the Attorney-General by an officer of those 
Ferces, asking for a declaration that a letter 
mtimating to him that the Minister for De- 
fence proposed to recommend the Government 
to dismiss him from his position was not in 
accordance with the provisions of Section 7 of 
the Defence Forces Act, the effect of which 
was that before the advice of the Government 
was tendered to the President of Eire to dis- 
miss an officer, the implicated officer was to 
get a reasonable opportunity to make repre- 
sentations against it. 

A direction was given in favour of the 
Attorney-General that the action was wun- 
sustainable, and the action was dismissed. 

Mr. Justice Gavan Duffy said that the 
letter gave the officer an opportunity to make 
representations tu the Minister. What was a 
reasonable opportunity must depend upon the 
facts of a particular case, and he failed to see 
why the officer's representations conld not 
have been put down in black and white and 
delivered within the allotted time, or, at 
least, the gist and substance and main heads 
of his case for the Mumister if there were 
points outstanding for which he might need 
further materials. In his opinion, the officer 
had not established either a denial of natural 
justice or the violation of a statutory right. 
His case reduced itself, on analysis, to a 
matter of procedure, not of substantive right. 
The military authority must be master of its 
own procedure, and he should exceed his 
authority if he were to attempt to thrust the 
eurial practice of the High Courts upon the 
soldiers

relied been much more open to criticism than 
they really were. 3 

“In my opinion,” he said, ‘‘the Minister 
for Finance in making the Regulations of 
1940, stabilising bonuses, has acted strictly 
within his statutory rights, and the plaintiffs 
and each of them are suing for relief to which 
they have no legal title whatever.” 

Mr. Justice Gavan Duffy dismissed a 
pension action against a bank, claiming de- 
clarations that during a specified period the 
plaintiff, who stated that he had been em- 
ployed as a clerk in the solicitors’ department 
of the bank, had been a permanent official 
within the meaning of an agreement between 
named banks and him and the Irish Bank 
Officials’ Association, and of an award of 
arbitrators who had been appointed to deter- 
mine what the scale of pensions and retiring 
allowances should be, and the terms on which 
they should be paid on the retirement of male 
officials who were on the permanent staff: 
that the rates accompanying the award were 
a term of his employment, and that he was 
entitled tó a pension caleulated in the manner 
provided in the award. The bank denied that 
the plaintiff ever had been employed by them. 
and said that his employment as a solicitors’ 
clerk did not come within the scheme of the 
agreement. ay 

Mr. Justice Gavan Duffy, having heard th 
evidence of the plaintiff, did not ¢onsider at 
necessary t near counsel for the bank. 


The presence of foreign ships in Irish ports 
led to motions in the High Court, some of 
which were on behalf of the Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics to set aside proceedings 
regarding the ownership of four ships—one 
Latvian and three Esthonian. Mr. Justice 
Hanna dismissed the Soviet motions, and, on 
appeal, the Supreme Court unanimously ap- 

held his decision 

The Soviet had claimed ownership as the 
result of an order nationalising all former 
Latvian and Esthonian vessels subsequent to 
the incorporation of Latvia and Esthonia in 
the U.S.S.R., and had submitted that such a 
claim having been made by them as a 
sovereign ihdependent State, the Courts of 
Eire could not intervene, except with their 
consent 

Mr. Justice Hanna had mentioned that the 
Minister for External Affairs in Eire had 
intimated in reply to his question that the 
Government of Eire did not officially recog- 
nise the Government of the U.S.8.R. as a 
sovereign Government of the Republics of 
Latvia and Esthonia; and during the argu- 
ments in the Supreme Court it had been sug- 
gested that that Court should ask the 
Minister whether or not the Government of 
Eire recognised the U.S.8.R. as a sovereign 
independent State either de facto or de jure 
in Latvia and Esthonia. 

The Chief Justice informed counsel that 
the Court had addressed those questions to 
the Minister, and that a reply. had been 
received stating that the Government of Eire 
did not recognise the Government of the 
U.S.S.R. as a sovereign independent. State, 
either de facto or de jure, in Latvia and in

was that the owner of the car should give

The owner’s case was that he had not been 
consulted by the company, and that it would 
have been impossible for the company to have 
come to the conclusion that he was liable 
without having got from him-the evidence 
that he could have given. The proceedings 
had been conducted by the company without 
consultation with him. 

The President of the High Court, in his 
judgment, said that it seemed to him that, by 
virtue of the terms of the poliey, the company 
were entitled to take over the sre the 
proceedings, and it also seemed to him, from 
the history of the proceedings, that they had 
acted reasonably in admitting liability and 
in allowing the jury to assess damages. . He 
could not see any reason for depriving the 
company of their claim, and accordingly he 
gave judgment for the fall amount, with 
costs. 


THE SHOPS ACT. 


On a case stated on an appeal by a firm of 


bakers the Supreme Court were asked to 
decide, among other questions, whether a 
bread-van, operated as described, was a 
“shop ” within the meaning of Section 2 of 
the Shops (Conditions of Employment) Act, 
1938. It appeared that the bread-server had 
been provided with a horse and van, which 
were the property of his employers. He 
attended at the bakery each morning for the 
purpose of preparing for work; he chose his 
own route in his delivery area and his times, 
and no control was exercised by his employers 
over his movements or methods of working 
from the time he left their premises until 
his return. 

It had been submitted on his behalf that 
the Shops Act applied to him, and that he 
was entitled to be paid overtime; and for the 
employers it had been contended that the 
Act did not apply to bread-servers. 

The Supreme Court, by a majority, decided 
that the bread-van, operated as described, 
was not a “shop” within the meaning of 
Section 2 of the Act, but that the provisions 
of the Act extended to the bread-van as if 
it were a shop, by virtue of Section 3 of the 
Act; that the driver was not, under Section 
3, to be considered the “ proprietor’’ of that 
shop; and that he was entitled to overtime 
pay up to the maximum of sixty hours in any 
one week, or 216 hours in any periód of four 
consecutive weeks, or 2,600 hours in any 
period of a year.

The Supreme Court deeided that a man who 
had been variously employed as porter, care.

The method of computing the average pre- 
aceident weekly wages of workmen under the 
Workmen’s Compensation Act, 1934. arose in 
a number of appeals, one of the most interest- 
ing, which ruled others, being the appeal of 
the employers whose workman had been 
awarded compensation for injuries, based on 
a calculation that, they said, was not in 
accordance with law. The man was an un- 
skilled labourer, who had been taken on 
temporarily by the employers, and who had 
been injured the day after he started work. 
The Supreme Court 'held that the Circuit 
Judge was right in computing the averaca 
by having regard to the average weekly 
earnings of unskilled labourers constantly 
employed by the company in the same “rade 
as the injured man, and at the same class 
of work. 

A schoolboy who fell in a grating while 
running in the playground of the schoo] took 
proceedings against the manager of the school 
for damages for the injuries that were caused 
to him. It was stated in the evidence that 
the grating had been there for forty years 
and that no accident ever had happened in 
connection with it before. The High Court 
dismissed the action ; and the Supreme ( curt, 
on appeal, dismissed the applicat’»> for a 
new trial. 

A girl claimed damages against a rai|way 
company for injuries suffered by reason of 
her being knocked down by a crowd of people 
when she was waiting im a passage at a 
railway station for a train on a Sunday nicht.

work of all kinds—and they showed them- 
selves disposed to act on the Government’s 
wish, expressed in the early days of 1940, that 
capital expenditure on the erection of new 


buildings and works of reconstruction or 


repair shonld not be deferred or restricted. 
The Government itself did its best to maintain 
its building programme at normal volume, 
thereby redeeming the promise which Mr. de 
Valera had given to the National Council of 
the Building Industry of Ireland in the early 
months of the war. , 
TRANSPORT TROUBLES. 

The first real blow to the industry in the 
past year was the stricter rationing of petrol, 
which curtailed the speedy transport by road 
of plant and materials to which the industry 
had become accustomed in the last fwenty 
years. The builders reverted to the use of the 
rail services, but here again further difficul- 
ties were encountered with the drastic reduc- 
tion in this form of transport. Next in 
importance came the rationing of timber 
towards the middle of the year. This not only 
affected output, but caused delays which 
appear inevitable in the operation of a ration- 
ing scheme. It is accepted that where there 
is only a limited supply of both native and 
imported timber some form of rationing is 
essential, and it was undoubtedly due to the 
foresight of many firms that adequate stocks 
of this valuable commodity were available to 
carry on, and that a crisis did not arise. Then 
came the shortage of steel. Small parcels of 
steel arrive in the country, but they cannot 
be said to meet the industry’s needs. Thanks 
to the ingenuity and adaptability of the pro- 
fessional side of the industry the difficulties 
arising from this source have not proved 
insuperable. The failure of the native 
manufacture of clear glass was a further set- 
back, and at one time during the year glass 
suitable for windows was almost unprocurable. 
The situation, however, eased during the 
latter part of the year owing to the arrival of 
imported supplies. ~ á 

Irish cement, bricks and tiles, of course, 
continued to be available to meet the needs 
of contractors. 

On the whole, therefore, considering the 
difficulties of obtaining essential materials, it 
can be said that the industry's pessimists 
have proved to be sorry prophets, for builders 
have been able to carry on and turn out 
work which does not disgrace the best 
traditions of their craft. 


LABOUR DIFFICULTIES. 


The many organisations catering for the 
building trade were concerned during the year 
with the growth of the tendency of certain 
local authorities to carry out public works by 
direct labour. An extension of this method, 
they claim, could only have results detri- 
mental to the industry by bringing about an 
enforced stagnation resulting in losses to the 
country as a whole, to the exchequers of the 
State and the local authorities, and to 
innumerable workers. Another danger seen 
by the trade was the emigration of large 
numbers of skilled and semi-skilled building 
trade operatives. Under present conditions

HEALTHY STATISTICS. 


From returns supplied by the Government 
it is seen that im the year ended August 
31st last, 7,771 houses were built or recon- 
structed by local authorities, private persons 
and public utility societies under the Housinz 
(Financial and Miscellaneous Provisions) 
Acts, 1932-40. Since the Acts came into force 
26,897 houses had been built in urban areas 
and 18,842 im rural areas by the loca! 
authorities, and 31,925 by private persons 
and public utility societies. Houses tecon- 
structed by private persons in the rural areas 
numbered 27,905. Of the houses completed in 
the urban areas 10,628 were built in Dublin, 
1,666 in Cork, 1,308 in Limerick, and 758 in 
Waterford. 

Local authorities, particularly the Disdlin 
Corporation, embarked on further scheme of 
air-raid shelters.

EMIGRATION TO 
BRITAIN 


| Se numbers of men, particulariy 
those in the engineering and building 
trades, emigrated to Britain during 1941. This 
drain on the man-power of the country 
became so serious that, in October, the 
Government introduced regulations to control 
the emigration of workers. There is no doubt, 
however, that the emigration, coupled with 
the numbers enrolling m the Defence Forces 
and engaged on turf production, was respon- 
sible for keeping down the unemployment 
figures. 


Assistance (Employment Period) Order was 
made during 1941 to widen the scope of thess 
Orders, which have the effect of removing a 
number of men in rural areas from the Live 
Register of unemployed during the summer 
months. The scope of the Order for 1941 was 
somewhat wider than in 1940 and earlier 
years. The number of men removed from the 
Live Register during the appropriate period 
(March-September, 1941) was 40,008 com. 
pared with 50,360 for the 1940 period.

Personnel of all the new voluntary services 
was thoroughly tested during the Army 
manceuvres in the autumn, which were on an 
extensive scale, and all who sacrificed leisure 
to train in the various branches gave evidence 
of their merits.

INDUSTRY AND COMMERCE. 


- A difficult year for trade and commerce was 
how 1941 was described at the annual meeting 
of the Cork Chamber of Commerce. With Cork 
to a large extent dependent on sea-borne 
commerce, this was only to be expected, but

carried On very wel!, indeed. The shortage of 
coal, accompanied by petrol and oil restric- 
tions, was a factor with many repercussions, 
Cork suffered a gas-rationing scheme, under 
which the gas supply was made available only 
during limited hours. And the - heavily- 
curtailed rail serviees meant interference with 
The serious reactions of absence of 
cattle exports during the months of the foot- 
and-mouth outbreaks also hit business, but 
chiefly industry’s difficulty was one” of 
supplies. 
duced raw materials were naturally in a much 
happier position than those dependent on 
imports. 

Considerable interest was taken in the 
chartering of sailing ships in America by 
groups of Dublin merchants. A call to Cork 
merchants to take similar action was made by 
the Chamber of Commerce, which, in its 
report, said: ‘‘It is now incumbent on Cork 
merchants to explore the possibilities of 
securing charters on any vessels—steam- 
driven or sailing—cvailable especially as 
many local industries have come to the end 
of their stocks of imported raw materials. 
Exportable surpluses of homs produce are 
also being held up for lack of shipping 
facilities. An association of Cork merchants 
prepared to book shipping space could easily 
become the nucleus of a Cork mercantile 
marine which would, in the future, cater for 
the shipping needs of a port with a valuable 


hinterland and an exceptionally valuable 


outlet. Surely, if land-locked Berne in 
Switzerland could operate nineteen ships, sea- 
girt Cork ought to be able to handle even 
six.” 

One innovation in the business world was 
the introduction of a uniform lunch hour to 
meet the exigencies,of gas-rationing. A lack 
of general co-operation, however, defeated the 
idea of a universal closing for lunch, and, 
affer a few days’ trial, the experiment was 
dropped. 

A serious development was the stoppage of 
margarine production, which had serious 
reactions for the two Cork margarine factories. 
It was intimated from official quarters that a 
resumption of margarine production is un- 
likely until after the war.

for the coming — hah 

Reduced pig and poultry production, and 
the grave effects of the foot-and-mouth out- 
break. on the live-stock trade, were adverse 
factors of considerable importance. 

War conditions developed one or two rural 
““industries,” which helped to compensate for 
lack of trade in other directions. There was 
a notable increase in exports of rabbits and 
game. In particular areas turf production was 
a big factor, and in other districts there was 
considerable trado in felling and cutting 
trees for fuel. 

The Munster Agricultural Society weathered 
a couple of harsh blows during the year. All 
arrangements for the Spring Show had been 
completed when a last-minute postponement

BREAD STRIKE. 


There were two labour disputes of some 
importance during the year. One caused a 
stoppage of work in the _ stone-cutting 
industry, causing some delay in the work of 
reconstruction of St. Augustine’s Church. 
The other, even more short-lived, led to a 
stoppage of the major part of the city’s bread 
production for a few days, the bakers, because 
of gas-rationing, refusing to atteud work 
until an Sc later than normally. A speedy 
settlement, however, restored matters to 
normal after an interval of a couple of days, 
during which most people were without 
bakers’ bread. 

The establishment of a Cork Unemployed 


Men’s Club, run on the lines of the Mount 


Street Club, is worthy-of note; and another 
development not without significance was the 
formation of a couple of boys’ clubs. 


THE COUNTY COUNCIL. 


Cork County Council, which remained under 
the direction of Mr. W. J. Broderick, T.D., 
as chairman, and Mr.

Order, permitting increased rates, ail 
drastic economies combined to compensate to 
a considerable extent for the heavy loss in 
revenue, The Chairman in November was 
able to sound an optimistic note. Ho 
prophesied that at the end of the financial! 
year their financial position would be as 
strong as ten years ago, and announced that 
trade was being attracted again that s should 
never have left the port. Towards the close of 
the year plans were made for a re-openin« of 
Rushbrooke dock yard. A new Government- 
sponsored company was formed, with Mr. 
Fitzgerald as chairman, and durinz the 
coming year the task of repairing and re- 
fitting Irish ships at Rushbrooke may be ex. 
pected to be well under way. 

How well closer attention to the home 
holiday-maker for purposes of the tourist 
industry will repay all concerned is sugzested 
by the excellent returns for 1941, reported 
from many districts to the Tourist Assovia- 
tion. Excellent results were recorded despita 
transport difficulties, the total absence of 
overseas visitors, and the reluctance to spend

The building of the new Catholic Cathedral 
progressed favourably, and the 220-foot tower 
was completed ; its bronze cross was blessed 
by the Most Rev. Dr. Lyons, Bishop of Kil- 
more, in July. :

some minor changes in trade and 
industry in Clare, but none uí outstanding 
importance, with the exception of the effect 
on the Ennis Whiting Factory. This factory 
produced whiting and cement aggregate for 
building purposes up te the outbreak of war, 
but curtailment of building activities resulted 
in a serious loss of trade. However, supplies 
of soda used by mineral water manufacturers 
were also curtailed, and such manufacturers 
had to use crushed spar, producing caleium 
carbonate, as an alternative. This is the 
native product from which the whiting and 
aggregate were manufactured, and the trade 
from these products is now being compen- 


- sated for by the mineral water manufacturers’ 


requirements. Ennis Braid Mills, the Six- 
mi Woollen Mills, Kilrush Flour 
Mills, and the Ennis Joinery Works con- 
tinued te make progress. 

A new rural vocational education school

MERGENCY conditions have not caused 
serious interference with Cv. Kildare 
industries, and there was progress in some 
instances. Messrs. Batchelor Brothers, 
Dublin, opened in Athy a factory for the 
packing and grading of 500 acres of peas 
grown for the firm by farmers in the dis- 
trict. The past twelve months have brouch? 
little or no change to Athy’s other indus- 
tries—asbestos cement factory, Industrial 
Vehicles (Ireland), Lid., foundry, and the 
Central Drainage workshops. For a couple 
of months production at the cement factory 
was suspended, but work was resumed during 
the summer. 

The Naas Cotton Mills continued to make 
progress, notwithstanding the fact that the 
raw materials are difficult te procure. There 
are up to 100 employés in this industry and 
about 40 in the Naas slipper factory. It 
was stated during the later month of the 
year that negotiations were in progress for 
the establishment of another cotton mills in 
the town. Newbridge, the most industrialised of 
Kildare towns, has its rope works, cutlery 
and other smaller factories, giving employ- 
ment to over 500. In Kildare town, how- 
ever, the wallpaper factory reduced its staff 
from over a hundred to 230. 

Commendable progress has been made in 
housing, and approximately half of the 700 
houses sponsored by the Kildare Health 
Beard, and costing ow + £250,000, have been 
erected. A number of waterworks and town 
housing schemes also have been carried out. 

The weather favoured the harvesting of 
the big corn crop, but the yield, especially 
as regards wheat and oats, was below the 
average. Turf production became one of the 
biggest industries in the county, and brought 
a fair measure of prosperity to many homes 
in the extensive beg areas.

Naturally, the stoppage of fairs and the 
drastic restrictions, combined with condi- 
tions due to the war, were reflected in the 
slackness of business in Kilkenny City and 
in the villages throughout the county. It is 
worthy of note that, while the whole northern 
part of the county was ravaged by the disease, 
the southern districts escaped. 


INDUSTRIAL POSITION. 


The principal industries in the city main- 
tained output in the face of steadily 
dwindling imports of raw materials. Em- 
ployés in some cases experienced long periods 
of short time, but in others the position was 
quite the reverse. The emigration of skilled 
and unskilled workers to Britain was on a 
large scale, but did not seem to appreciably 
ease the unemployment problem, at least in 
Kilkenny City. 

With the shortage of paraffin and paraffin 
candles it was hoped that there would be a 
resumption of activity in the chandlery 
trade, at one time a rather important in- 
dustry.

In public health schemes for the modernisa- 
tion of the county much success attended the 
efforts of the County Commissioner, Mr. D.

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WOOLLEN TRADE. 


Foxford Woollen Mi!ls were kept busy, and 
the boot, thread and knitwear factories at 
Westport were also in full production. The 
thread factory is meeting great difficulty in 
procuring raw materials for some of their 
products, while the boot factory finds diffi- 
culty in procuring nails for men’s boots. 
Homespuns are being manufactured in the 
cottages throughout the county, as well as in 
the mental hospital, where spinning, weaving, 
knitting, boot-making and tailoring are on a 
scale to meet the entire clothing require- 
ments of over a thousand patients. 

The flour mills at Ballina and corn mills 
at Westport worked to full capacity, while 


many smaller mills throughout the county 


were fully occupied milling for home con- 
sumption the wheat, barley and oats brought 


' in by individual farmers. 


Little building was done throughout the 
year in the county, with the exception of 
new library. premises at Castlebar and a 
vocational school at Ballyhaunis. The Voca- 
tional Committee has acquired a site for a 
similar school at Claremorris, and are 
making arrangements for another at Swin- 
ford. The toy factory, working under the 
Ministry for Lands, near Belmullet was 
working at full pressure to fill oredrs for 
the home and export trade. Throughout 
the barony of Erris several centres are being 
worked under the Gaeltacht Services scheme, 
employment being provided for hundreds of 
girls, most of their output being sold in 
England. | 

Owing to the outbreak of foot-and-mouth 
disease, the cattle trade of the county was 
almost at a standstill, but towards the end 
of the yea. a demand sprung up, and this 
will enable farmers to dispose of their stock. 


MEATH 


-- 


HE outstanding feature of 1941 in Meath 
was the food and fuel drive. The 
farmers put 86,744 acres under the plough, 
compared with 61,000 in 1940 and 67,000 in 
1917. The yield of wheat showed remarkable 
variations, but the average was about 15 


barrels to the acre. Oats did not stand up to 


the weather as well as the wheat, but the fine 
weather in August and September brought it 
on considerably, with the result that the 
threshing out was satisfactory. The yield 
compared favourably with that of previous 
seasons. Barley was not grown extensively, 
but the yield was up to the average. 

The potato crop was very good, and in this 
connection the Parish Councils did excellent

HOUSING AND INDUSTRIES. 
Building operations were virtually at a 


standstill save for the erection of ten houses 
at Athboy for the Board of Health, which 


_also. operated a cottage repair scheme. The

on road and drainage works. 


Industrial concerns in Navan, Trim, Kells 
and Athboy. survived a difficult year in a 
satisfactory manner, though the shortage of 
supplies in some instances proved trouble- 
some. In September an enterprising young 
Kells man was granted a licence to establish 
a dead-meat factory in that town. 

The L.D.F. and L.S.& flourished during 
the year, which was a busy one for them. . 
The Red Cross branches throughout tha 
county were, generally speaking, very active. 
An ambulance was presented to the Trim 
Branch by the County Committee.

| fas” many other counties, Monaghan's 
_ chief concern was the fuel problem. It 
was declared a turí area, and a widespread 
scheme oí turf-cutting was launched by Mr. 
J. J. Hannigan, Co. Surveyor, who succeeded 
in making available 22,000 tons of turf. 
Clones Urban Council, under the supervision 
of Mr. J. Gilsenan, Assistant Co. Surveyor, 
embarked on an _ extensive turf-cutting 
scheme, the turf being sold at 30s. per ton. 
Parish Councils aiso played a prominent part 
in solving the fuel problem, and in some 
areas free transport and labour was secured 
to convey the turf to suitable centres and sold 
in small quantities to the poorer people. 
There was also a vcvy big individual effort 
made to save turf, and many farmers were 
able to place large quantities of good turf on 
the market. Many bogs were drained and 
entrances to them improved, and the full 
benefits of this work will be realised in 1942. 

Monaghan gave a good response to the 
appeal for more tillage. Fine weather 
favoured the farmers’ efforts and a record 
harvest was experienced, and never were the 
barns and haggard- so full of well saved 
grain. Although the county is not particu- 
larly suited to wheat growing, there was a 
fairly good return of this crop, except in the 
spring varieties. Another “industry ” worthy 
of mention, which serves a two-fold purpose, 
is the trapping of rabbits. Besides provid- 
ing a remunerative return for many young 
men, the trapping of rabbits removes a de- 
structive pest from the farmers’ lands. 

Although the county was free from the foot 
and mouth scourge, farmers suffered owing 
to their cattle being held up. 

The continued delay on the Finn and Erne 
drainage schemes was a subject for complaint 
among farmers whose lands adjoin these 
rivers. On the Finn, the small drainage 
work which was carried out has proved very 
fruitful, and many acres of virgin soil is 
now available. 

At Clones a serious shortage of water was 
experienced during the autumn, and the 
U.D.C, was informed by the County M.O.H., 
Dr. J. I. E. McCormack, that a more 
elaborate waterworks scheme would have to 


county. At Turraun 120 men were employed, 
and the production amounted to abont 12,000 
tons. At Clonsast 600 men pybduced about 
50,000 tons. Offaly County Council, Birr and 
Tullamore Urban Councils, many Parish 
Councils, the League of Goodwill, L.D.F., 
British Legion, and St. Vincent de Paul 
Society all had their own schemes. Private 
producers also produced largely increased 
quantities from previous year. 


MILK PRODUCTION. 

Roscrea-Birr Cow-Testing Association was 
described at its annual meeting as being the 
biggest and most successful in Eire. The 
average milk yield was said to have shown an 
increase of five gallons per cow. The best 
cow was owned by Right Rev. P. J. McCarthy, 
Lord Abbot, St, Joseph's Abbey, Koscrea, 
with the very good yield of 12,523 Ibs. of 
milk and 410.75 Ibs. of butter fat (a return 
of £35 17s. 5d.). In the North Offaly Cow- 
Testing Association the best cow was the 
property of Mr. John Williams, Tullamore, 
with a yield of 11,245 lbs. of milk, 456.54 Ibs. 
of butter fat (a cash réturn of £32 3s, 2d.). 

The first production by the Birr Players of 
** Under the Sun,” a pjay in three acts, of the 
industrial revival by Mr. J. I. Fanning, was 
an outstanding event at the Birr Little 
Theatre. Another first production in Birr 
during the year was a one-act play in Irish, 
*‘Cupan Uisce,” by R. D. F. Johnson.. 

All creeds and classes in Offaly have joined 
the L.D.F. Mr. James Lynam, Kileormac, is 
the champion shot. North Offaly won the 
divisional shooting contest with an aggregate 
return of 378 points against 269 for South 
Offaly. The Red Cross has organised first-aid 
stations in many Offaly centres, and the classes 
have been well attended. 


ROSCOMMON 


Me farmers responded well to 
the call for increased tillage and turf- 
production. Of the 1,000,000 tons of turf cut 
under the direction of County Surveyors 
throughout Eire, Roscommon contributed 
37,000 tons. In addition to this, many 
private producers cut two, and even three, 
crops. In regard to tillage, here is an extract 
from the annual report of the County Agri- 
cultural Instructors: “ There was no necessity 
to emphasise the need for increased food pro- 
duction. Farmers were fully alive to the 
necessity for a tillage scheme, and they 
willingly tackled the serious problem with a 
spirit of determination and enthusiasm. 
Yields were over average, and the quality of 
the produce was unequalled.’’ 

The cattle scourge did nof touch Roscommon, 
but had its repercussions in the county, the 
cattle trade deadlock resulting in much stock 
being left in the hands of small farmers, who, 
without ready cash, found difficulty in pro- 
curing feeding-stuffs. However, with the 
removal of the shipping bam fairs steadily 
improved. 

Membership of the various emiergency 
organisations continued to increase in the 
county. Inferest in L.D.F. affairs was 
heightened by a county proficiency competi- 
tion, sponsored by local T.D.s and Senators. 
After a severe test Army officers awarded the 
Cup to Castlerea Group, under District 
Leader John L. Brown, but, so keen was 
competition, that only a few points divided 
them from: the lowest Group. A Red Cross 
Division has been formed, with Mr. E. A. 


tives of Roscommon, Leitrim, and Sligo, who 
sent a deputation to the Department of 
Industry and Commerce. It was stated that 
a State-subsidised company would be formed 
te isting interests and start large- 
scale development. 

Mid-November saw the occupation by 
patients of Roscommon’s new £120,000 
County Hospital. Ultra-modern in equip- 
ment, it has 98 beds for surgical and medical 
cases, in addition to special children’s and 
maternity wards. Dr. J. F. O’Hanrahan, 
F.R.C.8.L, County Surgeon; is in charge, 
Another new institution in Roscommon is a 
fine Vocational School to be opened in Elphin 
early in the new year. - 

SLIGO 

Big unemployment problem was serious 

in Sligo during the year, and the number 
of workless mounted. The port and building 
construction had been the main sources of 
work in- recent years, but, with shipping 
practically at a standstill and very few build- 
ing schemes in , the town was hard 
hit. Emigration to England helped consider- 
ably to solve the problem, and it was esti- 
mated that over 700 men left the town. 

The Harbour -Commissioners, under the 
chairmanship of Mr. J. C. Cole, were not too 
despondent, although - the revenue from 
shipping amounted to only £866, compared 
with £8,500 in 1940. Towards the end of the 
year the Board turned its attention to carry- 
ing out improvement schemes at the docks. 

Agriculture in the county was in an ex- 
cellent condition this year. There was a revord 
acreage under tillage, and the cattle trade was 
satisfactory, as the county was untouched by 
foot-and-mouth disease. 

Sligo was scheduled in the turf area, and 
huze quantities of fuel were cut and saved. 
Over 10,000 tons of peat were stacked by the 
County Council to form a reserve supply for 
the town. 

Sligo Corporation, with Councillor William 
J. Tolan as Mayor, teplacing Councillor 
Patrick C. O'Hara, went ahead with slum 
clearance schemes) Many houses were com- 
pleted for the working classes, and when a 
further number are got under way the town 
will be in the happy position of being slum- 
less. The Council also turned its attention 
to the necessity of providing better-class 
houses, and about forty of these are to be 
built. A £19,000 sewerage scheme is contem- 
plated. 


RATES INCREASED. 
The burdens on the ratepayers in town and 
county were increased, as the Corporation 


adopted a rate of 25s. in the £, and the 


County Council one of 14s. 10d., increases of 

2s. 7d. and 10d. in the £ respectively. Sligo s 
new County Hospital, the erection of which 
cost £75,000, was completed early in the 
year, but, owing to the difficulties of obtain- 
ing the necessary equipment, the building is 
still unopen. ! 

The Board of Health, with over 900 cottages 
built in the county, found themselves in 
difficulty with the tenants, as the total 
amount of arrears due to November ist 
amounted to £3,403. 

In January one of the worst fires in the 
recent history of the county occurred at 
Lissadell, the estate of Sir Josslyn A. R. 
Gore-Booth, Bart., when the staff offices, 
hardware store, and needlework department, 


all of which formed part of the industries 


of the estate, were destroyed. Records and 
documents relating to the activities of the 
estate for over 200 years were lost. 

Sligo Feis Ceoil, with 850 entries, was held 
during Easter Week, and its thirty-eighth 
year was most successful. Feis Shligigh, held 
at the same time, also secured good support. 

Sligo Show, in August, attracted over 1,400 
entries, and was well attended.

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In Tipperary town, Trish Floor Coverings, 
Ltd., and the Tipperary Gloving Factory, 
Ltd., both established in 1935, continued to ~ 
afford large local employment despite war 


conditions. The Tipperary Co-operative 
Creamery, and .the local branch of the 
Condensed Milk Company of Ireland 


prospered. The Co-operative Creamery is one 
of the foremost concerns c- its kind in the 
country, and has eight auxiliaries. The 
Condensed Milk Company’ s factory, with 
eleven auxiliaries in the area, is also an im- 
portant and go-ahead concern employing many 
hands. 

The egg and poultry trade has been. 
developed, and for the “past few years the 
export of bilberries to England has proved 
lucrative. During the 1941 season hundreds 
of people were employed in picking the berries 
on the Galtee and Knockmealdown Mountains. 
The export of blackberries, too, developed 


enormously. 


NORTH TIPPERARY. 

North Tipperary responded well to -the call 
and, although the har- 
vest was not as heavy as was anticipated, it 
was saved in good time. Lack of coal caused 
a little delay in threshing, but a plentiful 
supply of turf and timber was available, and 
the grain was delivered to mills and maltings 
by the middle of October. The acreage under 
sugar-beet compared favourably with former 
years. 

The turf campaign, directed by the County 
Surveyor (Mr. W. J. Chadwick), started late, 
but a very large tonnage was cut and saved. 

Nenagh aluminium factory was forced to go 
on short time owing to prevailing conditions ; 
the managing director (Major Hazel) pro- 
vided against the fuel shortage by purchasing 
trees and adding an mm woodsman to his 
staff.

Sk HE acreage under tillage in County | 
Tyro”2 in 1941 was greater than at any | 


period during the 1914-1918 war, and the 
peak figure of a century ago is being 
approached. It is estimated that with the 
Tillage Order for 1942 in operation there 
will be a further increase of between 15 and 
20 per cent. in the area under cultivation. 

In connection with the tillage operations 
the most outstanding development was in 
flax-growing. In some parts of the county 
the increase in acreage on 1940 was almost 
50 per cent. Great encouragement was given 
to the growing of green flax, for which new 
factories were established . The majority of 
‘the farmers, however, stood by the old 
system of dam-retting and scutching, which, 
although entailing much greater labour was 
estimated to yicld a substantially larger 
profit to the grower. There was, however, 
disappointment amongst farmers who ret and 
scutch flax that the average price fixed by 
the Minister of Supply. 23s. 6d. per stone, 
was not larger, as they contended that it was 
inadequate to ‘recompense them for the 
increased cost of production. With the

LTHOUGH industrial and commercial 

concerns in Waterford felt the shortages 
of certain raw materials, they maintained 
their production at a high level during 1941. 
Clover Meats, Ltd., at Christendom, found 
the demand for their products increasing, 
and- considerable expansion took place in 
the sausage and cooked’ meats departments. 
In common with the general tendency in 


the bacon-curing trade, supplies to Messrs. 


Henry Denny and Son, Ltd., showed a fall- 
ing-off, and the management went into the 
dressed meat trade. Waterford Flour Mills 
produced its full quota, and while present 
restrictions and deliveries of flour do not 
permit a full week’s working, all employés 
were kept on. 

Electric and Musical Industries, Ltd., 
Ferrybank, reported that their output ,of 
gramophone records showed an increase 
during the year, and in the radio depart- 
ment business was said to be satisfactory, 
considering present difficulties. Allied 
Founders (Ireland), Ltd., at Bilberry, had

TOWN-PLANNING. 


Municipal progress was marked by the 
erection of 80 four-roomed houses on the 


western outskirts of the city at a cost of 
approximately £40,000. Town-planning, in- 
cluding the drainage of Kilbarry Marshes at 
an expenditure of £30,000, has been initiated. 
During the period under review the Water- 
ford Fire Station was reconstructed, and new 
auxiliary fire pumps, with appropriate 
equipment, were installed. A-.R.P. schemes 
were well advanced. 

Owing to foot-and-mouth restrictions, 
business at Waterford Port was virtually at 
a standstill from January to October. 

The Waterford Sack and Bag Factory suc- 
ceeded in readjusting business to altered 
conditions, and manufacture was maintained.

Firms engaged in flour- 
milling, razor-blade manufacture, electric 
cable-making, and the distributing trade held 
their own, despite serious handicaps. 

Owing to its proximity to St. George’s 
Channel, one of the world’s busicst shipping 
routes, Wexford is close to the tragedies of 
the war. The landing of survivors of wrecked 
merchant vessels frequently tested the capa- 
bilities of the local Red Cross, which proved 
to have been well organised. Wexford 
shipping, unfortunately, did nof escape the 
results of the conflict, and the previous year’s 
losses were extended by the sinking of a large 
motor vessel and the wreck of a schooner. 

In Local Government circles, the Board of 
Health building programme of hospitais and 
houses was dislocated. Wexford Corporation 
completed a new housing suburb at Distillery 
road, but a waterworks extension which it 
was hoped would have employed a couple of 
hundred men during the summer was nearly 
at a stand-still while attempts were being 
made to procure material fot pipe-lines and 
pumping stations.

Up to the last two or three skates six 
players had a chance of winning the Marchant 
Cup for the highest batting average in league 
cricket.

AFTER a lapse of ten years Cork hurlers re- 
captured the All-Ireland championship, 
and joined Tipperary and Kilkenny at the 
head of the list, with ‘twelve titles each. It 
was a winning season for Leeside hurling. 
Early in 1941 they showed fine form in going 
through their division of the League without 
defeat. In the Eastern Division, Dublin had 
shown consistent form, and a fine match was 
expected at Cork when the divisional leaders 
met in the League final. On their home pitch 
Cork gave a delightful exhibition; with 
Lynch and Quirke their most prolific marks 
men, Cork ran up a record League final score 
of 4 goals 11 points against Dublin’s 2 goals 
7 points, and took the mangue gold medals for 
the second year. 


The Railway Cup final brought Leinster 
and Munster in opposition.

HERE were few features of outstanding 
interest in Rugby during the course of 
the year; the absence of representative games 
did not tend to improve the standard of play, 
and there were few men who would have made 
their names in vm. vee | maté¢hes.

Now it is necessary to get a permit for 
trans-shipping goods, as well as a navicert. 
The effect of this has been to cut down 
American imports to a bare trickle, and it is 
felt in many quarters that the Government 
has shown very regrettable tardiness in their 
attitude to the whole shipping question, 
especially in view of the fact that they could 
have purchased ships in June, 1940, as many 
industrialists suggested they should do, at a 
very much lower cost than now obtains. 

In February, 1941, the Irish Shipping 
Board was founded, and this body has had 
two main forms of activity. Knowing that 


goods could be sent from the U.S.A, to’ 


Lisbon and Vigo, and that space could be 
obtained, it has been directing certain ships 
to bring goods from Lisbon and Vigo to Ire- 
land. Th; Board has also organised the 
purchase of ships for bringing wheat to Ire- 
land, and it is hoped that these vessels may 
be able to bring industrial goods atso. 

Cross-Channel shipping has in the main 
proved a bottle-neck, but once the goods are 
obtainable it has been possible to bring them 
across The general result of these difficulties 
has been the falling in the volume of imports 
by about one- e-half of the 1940 figure.

In February last the company’ s ration of 
petrol for the operation of road passenger 
services was reduced considerably, and no 
petrol was allowed for the operation of 
special omnibus services. The allowance of 
petrol for the regular scheduled . omnibus 
services was reduced by 334 per cent., and 
the company had to withdraw a number of 
services, particularly in areas where there 
were alternative rail services. 

On the.Great Northern Railways traffic 
receipts showed a substantial improvement 
on the previous year, but expenditure on 
operations increased enormously, due to the 
advancing cOsts of coal and stores, The salaried 
and wages staffs received a bonus of 2s. 6d. 
per week in March, and, in addition, the 
Northern Ireland employés were granted a 
further bonus of 2s. 6d. as from August Ist. 
The question of conceding this latter allow- 
ance to employés in the twenty-six counties 
is under consideration by the Government. 
Various increases, ranging from 2s. 6d. to 
3s. 6d. per week, were also. paid to the 
company’s shop grades.

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CANALS AND “TURF 
TRANSPORT 


HE assumption that the success of the 
turf drive, together with restrictions on 
railway and road transport, was of great 
benefit to the canals, is not well founded. 
There has been, of course, a big increase in 
the quantity of turf carried by the canals, 
but this was offset by the shrinkage in the 
volume of other commodities carried. For
